OEFENCE. 

Gen. DkCisskv'.s mune has occurr.'d 
tVequentlj in rccont French telegrams. 
In consequence of disclosures made at 
a recent trial and the production at tluit 
trial o£ two letters in tho general's 
handwriting, he was called upon, like 
Jim Nye in tho " Heathen Chinee," 
to "rise to explain." The explanation 
being deemed unsatisfactory the French 
minister of war, Farre, demanded Dk- 
C'iSSEv'.s resignation and ho complied. 
General DeCissey would appear to 
have fallen a victim to a "smart" wo- 
man. • Col. Jung, a German political 
spy, has a charming wife with whom 
Gen. DeCissey fell in lovo. She en- 
couraged the passion and ill tho Frcjnch- 
noan^ktenaer momont.s he divulged to 
his inamorata state secretH that ])o.s.ses- 
sed absorbing interc'.st to tho German 
government to wliom they wore faith- 
fully transraitted. Had lie paused at 
verbal communications Lo might hav(\ 
been saved. But the infatuated old 
goose wrote two letters to his lady love 
in which ho convoyed all tho informa- 
tion which Jtrxa and his wife had vis- 
ited Franco to lind out. The di.sclo- 
sures have ruined tho general, who in 
retirement may find solncc in the 
reflection that he is not the first great 
man who has fallen a victim to wo- 
man's wiles. Eve was hut too .success- 
ful in beguiling Adasi, and pooi- old 
Samson, whoso story all gbod little 
boys rend to this day with tears of 
sympathy in their eyes, gave himself 
and his people away to DELiLAn in px- 
cbange for a kiss. 

MODEEATIOX. 

Wo cannot lot the opportunity that 
will shortly bo presented of a'call for a 
public meeting to consider the Carnar- 
von Terms to pass without urging 
upon those who may take j)art in that 
demonstration tho importance of ob- 
serving moderation in the o.xpression of 
their views and in supporting their dp; 
mands. At no time since confederatioii 
has there been so favorable an oppor- 
tunity ns now for harmonizing con- 
flicting interests and bringing both sec- 
tions and all parties in tho province 
together on the grand issue. The Car- 
narvon Terms call for the completion 
of the Island railsvay and the expendi- 
ture of not less than $2,000,000 in 
each year on tho Mainland. The 
syndicate scheme having proved a suc- 
cess the Dominion government are now 
in a position to carry out those ternisand 
we entertain no doubt that they will do 
.so upon proper and reasonable repre- 
sentations being made to them. It 
may be, indeed, that concesoions will 
be asked from the province ; but we do 
not think that tho concessions will 
bo unreasonable in their nature or that 
they will be other than such as the 
province can in honor accept. The 
aim of the meeting should bo to inaugur- 
ate a policy broad enough to fit the 
whole province and not a section 
thereof. 

[■ TEE MONEY GLUT. 



, A Quebec telegram statea that tho 
capital of the new French financial in- 
stitution with its head ofiSce in Canada 
has all been subscribed, and that 
has sent an agent to Canada to see if 
ho cannot double the investment. 
Certainly, if the agent should come to 
the Pacitic coast for a now financial 
world to conquer he will find many 
excellent opportunities for the employ- 
ment of capital. One of tho most pro- 
mising schemes awaiting flotation is 
the Esquimalt-Nanaimo railway. It 
ofTers a certain and early return to any 
capitalists who may undertake its con- 
struction. Will tho agent please to 
step this way and nxamino for himself ? 
Another dispatch says that money has 
become so great a drug at Montreal 
that the banks have discontinued tlio 
allowance of interest to depositors. 
The next thing we shall probably hear 
will be that Canadian banks are_ taxing 
tho money of depositors — demanding to 
be paid for taking care of it for them. 
In no age has tho world witnessed such 
a plentitude of money as at present. 
There is absolutely no limit to the sums 
stored up and awaiting opportunities to 
make itself useful; and in tiie general 
plethora British Columbia as a field for 
the employment of surplus capital 
sl]|puid not be overlooked. 

TIIE TALE OF A TRUNK. 

San Francisco breakfasts, dines, 
sups and sleeps on another ghastly hor- 
ror. It is the old, old story which be- 
gins with a weak girl's betrayal -and 
ends in her murder by her betrayer. 
A married man named Wueeleu, 35 
years of age, fell in lovo with Miss 
Della Tili.son, Ilia sister-in-law, aged 
21, and fled with her from an interior 
town to San Francisco — th.o sink in- 
to which seems to be poured in ever- 
increasing volume tho sin and misery 
of ■ a continent. They were followed 
by the wife and sister and by a young 
inan named Peckiiam to whom 
the girl was engaged to be mar- 
ried. Tt would seem that tho better 
nature of tho girl was awakened by 
the presence of her betrothed, for she 
expressed a wish to return to a good 
life -with him. It was arranged that 
Peokuam should call for her on the 
evening of the 22nd inst. He called 
and was admitted by Wiif.ej.eu who 
informed him that Dej.la had accepted 
a situation as governess and gone 
away. WnEEtEB was ; calm -- cind col- 
lected and the fbomVas' in its . usual 
stape of order; but Peckiiam was not 
saiisGed',J|and believing that Wheel- 
er had hidden tho girl, went away 
breathing throats of vengeance.

Dr. Joseph Parker, pastor of tho City 
Temple, and a Congregational minister 
of some prominence in England, sends 
tlio following letter to the London 

Timen: — "Tho boldness of tho proiiosal 
I am about to submit warrants mo in 
seeking for it a place in columns no loss 
distinguished than your own. You 
have published reporta of tho Primate's 
visitation addresses, and a day or two 
ago you commented upon them in a tono 
with which ray proposal will distinctly 
harmonize. I cannot but express very 
deep dissatisfaction with the authorita- 
tive! addresses which aro delivered from 
many of our ecclesiastical chairs from 
tiSie to' time. As .sectarian or donom- 
inational addresses they aro admirable, 
and aro justly applauded by the compan- 
ies for which thoy were prepared; but, 
viewed in their larger relation.s, I can- 
not but feel that they are often wholly 
outside the thinking of one section of 
the community, and the immediate need 
of another. Has hot' tho time come 
wheii tho points of union should be mag- 
nified and the points of difleronce be re- 
duced to a minimum? My own impres- 
sion is that thoro aro thousands of Chris- 
tians in England who have no connec- 
tion with tho sects, and who, strange ns 
it may appear, are not aware of their 
own Christianity. This anomaly is to 
be accounted for by tho fact that in the 
hands of the sects Christianity has be- 
come a set of theological opinions and 
definitions, instead of being loft aa the 
spirit of self-sacrifice for tho good of 
others. Christianity is not a form; it 
is a spirit; it knows nothing of articles, 
catoohisin.=!, standards, and subscrip- 
tions to tests or creeds. All these are 
merely human arrangements or conve- 
niences, and if not kept in their proper 
places they will do more mischief than 
it ia in tho power of atheism to effect. 
I do not hesitate to say that sectarian 
theology is tho most miBChievons in- 
fluence of the ago. Men who think 
carefully and broadly will never be 
united on this bafiis; it is too narrow, too 
vague, and too controvertible. Is it 
not possible to find a point at which all 
reverent thinkers will unite in cordial 
fellowship! In my opinion it is quite 
possible, and if possible it must bo 
infinitely desirable. Whoever adopts 
and practises tho principle of self-sacri- 
fice for the good of others is, in my view, 
a living Christian, whatever ho may 
think of any point in so-called dogmatic 
theology. He may ]a)t even bo a theo- 
logian at all; and if not, so much the 
better, unless he be a man of very ex- 
ceptional iniollcctual and moral capaci- 
ty. I make the broadest possible dis- 
tinction between Christianity and theo- 
logy, and my proposal is to operate up- 
on that distinction by encouraging the 
formation of an inclusive, alliance, whose 
ono principle of union shall be that self- 
sacrifice for tho good of others is tho 
true law of life. Christians must come 
to the vcaouo of Christianity, when it is 
disfigured by sectarian badges and com- 
pelled to speak the alien language of 
sectarian do initions and orthodoxies. 
I do not propose to interfere with any- 
thing'^h^t is legitiipate indenomination- 
alism. Xs long'as iho world endures 
men who think alike will unite for tho 
propagation of their opinions, and 
this is most wise and proper; but my 
inquiry is whether there is not below 
and above all denominational forma- 
tions a principle which can unite and 
inspire men of tho most diverse theolog- 
ical convictions, and whether that prin- 
ciple ought not to bo primarily recog- 
nized £0 as tosoltlo all diflerenccs in their 
just relationship and perspective. I 
cannot but believe that there is a nobler 
word than Pan-Anglican, Pan-Presby- 
terian, or Pan-Methodism, and that no- 
bler word is Pan-Christian. The Trini- 
tarian and the Unitarian are both 
Christians, so aro'the Calvinist and tho 
Arminican;but when do they ever meet 
on tho broad ground of Christianity and 
make a common decaration that their 
religion is deeper than their theologyl 
I leave myi prqposalj of-^^an inclusive 
allitffic'e 8r association to^mako its own 
impression on your readers, and I hope 
that his Grace tho Archbishop of Can- 
terbury will not regard tho suggestion 
as out of harmony with his broad and 
generous addresses.

LoNDO.v, (Jet. 12. — The particulars 
of a most atrocious crime, committsd a 
short time ago, iure pablislied in the 
English papers this morning. It has 
an especial interest for those who have 
made the Cliai-ley Ross case a study, 
as the confession of murder, made a 
few days ago; shows that in this, as in 
tho American case, the object of tho 
criminals was*to obtein'a large amount 
of monoy as a ransom. 

MUnDEll CONFESSED. 

William Marianus de Jongh, clerk 
to the Minister of tho Colonies at the 
Hague, confesses to murdering a school- 
boy named Marius Bogaardt, a son of 
a former Sectetairy-GeQeral, now living 
a retired life. The murderer laid his 
plans very cunningly, and boforo secur- 
ing the boy, had written a letter to 
the father asking for 75,000 guilders, 
or §30,000, for the surrender of his son 
but how and where the ransom waa to 
be paid was not clear, though it is sup- 
jiosed De Jongh had accomplicea The 
confession of how the murder was 
committed was told by the prisoner to 
his sister, to whom ho was devotedly 
attached. Do Jongh wept bitterly while 
giving the following account of tho mo- 
tives and circumstances under which 
tho murder took place: — 

PLAKNINQ THB CKIUB. 

Ho said that on September 23rd, be- , 
fore ho committed tho crime, and before 
ho had possession of tho boy, ho wrote 
tho letter referred to, demanding tho 
ransom on a certain date. Tho letter 
was written in the Caf6 St Hubert, 
from which ho wont to William's park, 
where flir. Bogaardt resided. It was 
two o'clock in tho afternoon. Mrs. Bo- 
gaardt had just loft her house and driv- 
en in hor carriago to Schovingon. Da 
Jongh thereupon went to tho Rhenish 
railway station, and, directing a letter, 
put it into the post office litter box at 
tho station. He then took a cab, but 
as the cabman was asleep whon Do 
Jongh entered the vhiclo he did not no- 
tice his face. Do Jongh drove to tho 
school and asked for young Slarius Bo- 
gaardt, a fino looking boy, thirteen 
years of age. 

THB EIDKAPPINO. 

"Do j'ou know rnel" ho asked of the 
boy. 

"To be sure," the latter replied, "I 
have often met you in tho park." 

"Now, my boy, your mamma asked 
me to fetch you from school," said De 
Jongh. 

Did she not, then, go to Scliovin- 
gen?" inquired the lad. 

"Yes," ref'lied De Jongh, seeing that 
tho boy knew his mother's intentions, 
"but she told me she would on her re- 
turn wait for us at a peasant's house on 
the downs near tho town." The boy 
then fetched his school arthcles, asked 
permission to leave school, and accom- 
panied De Jongh in a cab. 

THE MURDER. 

When thoy arrived on tho downs the 
murderer sought a quiet place, where 
ho threw tho boy on the ground, bound 
his hands and feet with cord, which ho 
had bought that morning. "Remain 
here,^" he said to. Marius, "till I return 
with tSe inoney I havo demanded from 
your father. Stop your crying if you 
do not want to be killed." Ho covered 
tho youth with his coat and intended to 
go, but the boy cried so loudly that he 
returned. Fancying he heard footsteps, 
De Jongh took his sword out of his 
walking stick and killed the child, stab- 
bing him seven times in the breast. In 
a rery agitated state of mind the inhu- 
man ruffian fled to Schovingen, washed 
his hands at tho sea shore and returned 
to tho Hague, after having thrown away 
his sworji-stiok ia a little channel by the 
roadside. De'Johgh was arrestted on 
tho downs, whither ho returned early 
the following morning; but after being 
confronted with the coachman and other 
witnesses he was liberated. Ho was 
arrested afterwards on his own confes- 
sion. 

MOTIVES roil THE CRIME. 

After his avowal of his crime bis sis- 
ter aked him what motives he had "for 

the horrible deed. He answered: — 

"I saw our. father die in poverty. 
As for myself I could not make my way 
in India, but I had a place in tho same 
office where father worked, with no bet- 
ter prospects than he had. What 
would be niy mother's lot and yoursi I 
wished to assure to hor a comfortable 
old age, and when I heard from a fam- 
ily who are acquainted with his circum- 
stances that Mr. Bogaardt was a very 
rich man I was seized with a desire to 
constrain him to give me money by 
stealing away his only son. I did not 
intend to kill tho child except in case 
ho should possibly become ray accuser. 
My only motive was my wish for mon- 
ey. Nobody assisted me either beforie 
or at the murd(u\" 

The accused maintains that ho is the 
sole delinquent. He will appear at the 
end of this month before the Criminal 
Court. Musqueter, the sergeant who 
discovered the murder, receives daily a 
number of letters of thanks. The case 
has created an unparalleled excitement 
in Holland.
